Arafat Endorses

The program was ‘announced after a six-hour meeting in Damascus 
between the government of President Hafez al-Assad and the Pales- 


tine Liberation Organization of 
Yassir Arafat. 

The joint Syrian-Palestinian an- 
nouncement of the program, 
which largely asserted Syria's per- 
Spective on the crisis, made no 
mention of the presence of an 
estimated 2,000 to 3,000 Syrian and 
Syrian - controlled Palestinian 
troops that have recently entered 
Lebanon. Well-placed Western 
diplomats predicted that they 
would remain to prevent-a major 
resumption of hostilities.

They also explain why some 
Israelis were annoyed ab the 
worldwide publicity giren to the 
disturbances. which they felt 
told only one side of the story 
and failed to report what For- 
eign Minister Yigal Allon de- 
scribes as “Israel's enlightened 
conduct” in the occupied ter- 
titories. 

The Israelis feel they have 
done a good job in a difficult 
situation. They say the 550,000 
Arabs of the West Bank are 
better off today for education, 
public health, income and even 
political opportunity than they 
ever were under Jordan's King 
Hussein or hig British or Turkish 
predecessors.

Polish Constitutional Debate Resolved Deftly

WARSAW (WP).—With pulpit 
oratory. petitions and quiet dia- 
logue, Poland's Catholic bishops, 
joined by many intellectuals, re- 
cently persuaded the country's 
Communist. leadership to modify 
its position on a series of con- 
Stitutional amendments widely 
criticized as repressive. 

The controversy revealed a 
great deal about the intricate 
balance of influences in Poland 
today. Despite three decades of 
Communist rule, most of the pop- 
ulation is Catholic and the party 
Jeaders have learned to listen 
when. the public speaks, 

The protests posed no immedi- 
ate challenge to the Communists’ 
authority, unlike the political 
crises of 1956 and 1970 and the 
church-state clashes of the 1960s. 

The party never acknowledged 
the extent of pressure bein 
brought on it and has since taken 
what appears to be some retal- 
latory action against severa} of 
the protesters. Nonetheless. there 
is no dispute that in the end the 
amendments were considerably 
Softened—only a symbolic nod to 
democracy perhaps, as a Pole 
put it, but still an achievement.

The format was not a debate but a separate 
address by the secretary after a panel dis- 
eussion among three former high-ranking 
officials in Democratic administrations— 
George Ball, Paul Warnke, and Prof. Zbig- 
niew Brzezinski 

The inevitable emphasis on the differences 
between Kissinger and his critics should not 
obscure their wide area of agreement on the 
basic goals of U.S. policy. None of the critics 
—if he should replace Kissinger under a 
Democratic president next vear—would aban- 
don the quest for détente with the Soviet 
Union. Nor does any of the three favor or 
want to encourage in any way the entry of 
Communists into the government of Italy. 

What bothers the critics is not Kissinget's 
policy aims but his style and tactics. The 
atyle Js intensely personal, with the secretary 
relying on a very few trusted aides and 
ignoring or keeping in the dark the bulk of 
professional State Department advisers. The 
Kissinger tactics often reflect an obsession 
with Soviet conduct, to the exclusion of other 
factors relevant in such situations as Cyprus 
and Angola, and a tendency publicly to 
berate Congress for setbacks more attribut-. 
able to his own errors of judgment, 

ΑΒ Tegards Italy, the critics question the 
wisdom of Kissinger’s frequent public warn- 


ings against admitting Communists to the. 
national government, coupled with threats 
of a breakup of the Atlantic alliance and an 
American. withdrawal from urope if this 
advice should be ignored. They would not 
regard as automaticaliy fatal for NATO the 
participation in a coalition government of 
an Itallan Communist party that -has often 
demonstrated its independence of Moscow. 

If the Communists do enter the Italian 
Cabinet, the crities say. the United. States 
and its European parimers will have to. live 
with the situation and shore up the alliance 
as best they can. On that basis, tt makes 
mo sense to threaten destruction of NATO 
and an American pullout.

President Ford fired former Defense Sec- 
retary Schiesinger in November to trim back 
his spending plans and avoid a major con- 
gressional struggle over the defense budget.

Decisions of this Kind should at least await 
completion of the fundamental study. now 
under way in the Nationa] Security Council, 
that is supposed to determine the role, size 
and composition of the Navy for the next 
thirty years. 

Similarly. there is little justification at this 
point for the $948 million in production funds 
for the B-1 strategic bomber requested by 
the administration and approved by the 
House.

decision then on whether to go into pro- 
duction, which ultimately will cost $21 billion 
for 244 planes, should be left for the next 
administration. :

WASHINGTON, April 16 (AP). 
—President Ford today rejected 
8. recommendation by the US. 
International Trade Commission 
that he impose strong protection- 
ist measures to assist the Amer- 
ican shoe Industry. 

Instead, Mr, Ford approved so- 
called adjustment assistance for 
the hard-pressed industry, whose 
share of the domestic market has 
been steadily deteriorating in the 
face of lower-cost foreign imports. 

Two months ago, five members 
of the six-member International 
Trade Commission recommended 
to Mr. Ford imposition of either 
tarlifs or quotas to reduce shoe 
imports. 


At the time, officials estimated 
that adoption of the proposed 
tarlfis could mean a 50-per-cent 
increase in the retail price of 
imported shoes.
